IN SENATE. " J 

Frida v, Feb. 13,1846. 

Praver by tbe Rev. Mr. Bullock. 

The Clerk read the Journal of yesterday. 

Petition*; were presented by Messrs. TODD, A. 
BOYD. HENDERSON and TAYLOR. 

Mr. DRAKE moved that leave be granted to 
withdraw tire petition and papers praying the estab- 
lishment of a new countv out of part of C aldwell. 

Mr. PATTERSON desired to examine those pa- 
pers. and would make no objection after such exam:* 
nation. 

Mr. DRAKE withdrew his motion. . 

REPORTS FROM STANDING COMMITTEES. 

Mr. DRAKE, from the committee on Privileges i 
and Elections, a bill to establish precincts in Frank- i 
lin county. 

(A message from the II. R. announcing its ac- 
tion on sundry bills.) 

The bill was advocated by Messrs. DRAKE and 
HARRIS, and opposed by Messrs. PA 1 I LRSON , 
and PEYTON. The discussion of the bill ran into 
a verv animated debate between Messrs. HARRIS 
and PEYTON, on national politics, which lasted 
till the hour for the 

ORDERS OF THE DAT. 

A bill to incorporate the commissioners of the ; 
Sinking Fund of Kentucky: makes the Commis- 1 
siotier* a body politic, &c., with power to deal in 
exchange, and to buy Bank stock and Sinte bonds, J 
Ac., so far as their means will enable them, reserv- j 
ing always a sum sufficient to meet reasonably ex- ! 
pected contingencies. 

On motion of Mr. HELM, the Senate resolved it- 1 
self into a committee of the Whole on the State of 
the Commonwealth. 

Mr. BRADFORD in the Chair. 

Mr. HELM sddresst’d the committee in a very 
able exposition of the provisions and intended ope- 
ration of the bill. 

Mr. GRAY moved to strike out the 5th section 
allowing the Commissioners to buy Bank stock. 

Mr. Speaker DIXON moved to strike out the 
provision allowing the Commissioners to deal in , 
bills of exchange. 

An animated discussion arose between Messrs. 
HELM and DIXON. 

Mr. PEYTON opposed the provision for dealing 
in exchange, and suggested an amendment he de- 
signed to propose. 

Mr. BUTLER suggested an amendment (not 
heard bv the Reporter.) 

Mr. GRAY’S motion to strike out the 5th sec- 
tion was adopted. 

On motion of Mr. JAMES, the comm itttee rose, 
reported progress and asked leave to sit again, 
which was granted. j 

Mr. A. BOYD, from the committee on Enroll- 
ments. reported sundry bills which were signed by , 
the SPEAKER. 

On motion of Mr. WALKER, the Senate then 
took a recess till 3j o’clock, P. M. 

EVENING SESSION. 

Mr. CHEN AULT, leave to bring in a bill for 
the benefit of the Kentucky Militia ordered out by j 
the Governor to defend the Manchester Jail in the 
ca«e of Abner Baker: referred to the committee on 
Finance. 

Mr. EVANS, from a select committee, reported 
a bill to amend the law regulating the election of 
Trustees in the town of Port Oliver in Allen coun- j 
tv. ! 

Mr. GRAY moved an amendment changing the 
time of holding the election of Trustees of t he 
town of Hopkinsville to the Saturdiv More the 
first Monday in August: adopted, am! the bill as 
amended passed. j 

Mr. CONNER, leave to bring in a hill to amend 
the law in relation to the appointment of constables j 
referred to a select committee. 

Mr. W. T. BOYD moved to dispense the rules to 
take up from tfie table the joint resolution proposing ; 
to go into the election of public officers on the 23d: ] 
agreed to, and flie resolution amended by striking 
out 23d and inserting 21st and then adopted. 

Mr. SLAUGHTER, from the committee on Ag- 
riculture, presented a report setting forth the im- 
portance of a geological survey of the State, con- 
cluding with a resolution, which was adopted, as 
follows: 

Retolcei, by the ileneral Assembly of Kentucky , 
That a thorough Geological snrvey is expedient and 
imperatively called for by the best interests of this 
Commonwealth. 

On motion of Mr. SWOPE, ordered that 1000 
copies of said report be printed. 

.Mr. BUTLER moved a resolution that unani- 
mous consent of the Senate and Hou-e of Represcn- j 
tatives begivon, to correct a clerical error in an en- j 
rolled bill, signed by the Governor, chartering the 
Louisville University, so as to insert the word 
“ten” in lieu of the word “two”: adopted. 

On motion of Mr. W. P. BOYD, the rules were 
dispensed to enable the committee on Military Af- 
fairs to report. 

Mr. WALLACE, from the committee on Milita- 
ry Affairs, to whom had been referred a bill to 
abolish Militia musters, reported the same with j 
the opinion that it ought not to pass: laid on the ta- j 
ble. 

Mr. WALLACE, from the same committee, n 
H. R. act to amend an act entitled an act to amend , 
the Militia laws, approved Feb. 9. 1837, with the 
opinion tliat it ought nof to pass: the bill abolishes ; 
all musters but one in the fall. j 

Messrs. WALLACE, PATTERSON. W. P. i 
BOYD and EVANS advoented the bill and Messrs. . 
HEADY. NEWELL and WALKER opposed it. 

Mr. CONNER moved tbe previous question: or-; 
dered. 

And the question being taken, Shall the bill be 
read a third time? it was decided i« the affirmative, 
yeas 20, navs 16, as follows:

A message from the H. R. announcing that they 
had unanimously concurred in the resol otio-j to cor- 
rect the clerical error in the enrolled bill chartering 
the Louisville University, and had passed an act 
for the benefit of Chas. S. Boswell. 

On motion of Mr. TODD, the Senate took up the 
H. R. act for the benefit of Clias. S. Boswell: au- 
thorises him to settle with his guardian as if he 
were of lawful age: passed. • I 

Mr. A. BOYD moved to dispense the rules to al- I 
low the committee on the Judicinry to report the 
H. R- act to regulate the Judicial districts and 
equalize the labors of the Circuit Judges. 

Mr. PATTERSON objecting, the mouan was not 
pressed. • 

On motion of Mr. HARRIS, the rules were dis- 
pensed to receive reports from l be Committee on 
JB«t$fton. 



Mr. W. P. BOYD, from the committee on Relig- 
ion, n bill for the benefit of the Reformed Baptist 
Church of Slate Run, in Bath county: passed. 

Also, a bill to divorce Mary E. Herndon from 
her husband Reuben llerndon. 

Mr. W. P. BO\ D moved an amendment divorc- 
ing Reuben Herndon from his wife, Mary E. Hern- 
don: adopted. 

Mr. PAT PERSON moved an amendment divorc- 
ing Paul R. Laker, from his wife, Diana H. Baker.

HOUSE OF REPRESENTATIVES. 

Friday, February 13, 1846. 

Prayers were said this morning by the Rev. Mr. 
Buck, of Louisville, and the Journal of yesterday 
was read by the Clerk. 

DISPENSATIONS OF THE RULES. 

Mr. D. B. JOHNSON asked, obtained leave, and 
introduced a hill to district the county of Trimble 
into Magistrates’ districts. 

Mr. BALEE asked a dispensation to allow him to 
introduce a bill for an appropriation to assist in re- 
moving the free negroes in this Commonwealth to 
Kentucky in Lihcria: which the House refused. 

Mr. HUGHES asked for a dispensation to allow 
him to introduce a bill to establish a chancery term 
of the Union Circuit Court: which the House re- 
fused. 

Mr. PETERS presented the petition of the Sheriff 
of Montgomery county, asking further time to re- 
turn his delinquent list for 1845: which was referred 
to a select committee. 

.Mr. CONNER presented the petition of sundry 
citizens of Bath county for the removal of a place 
of voting in a precinct of said county: passed. 

Mr. DALLAM asked for a dispensation to allow 
hitn to propose nn amendment to the rules of the 
House, to the effect, that no hill or resolution shall 
be reported by any standing committee, the subject i 
of which has been referred since such committee 
commenced reporting, nor until the other standing 
committees shall have reported; unless by express 
direction of the House: but the House refused to 
dispense. 

Mr. HUNTON presented the petition of Col. L. 
Jewett of Clarke county; which was read — asking, 
first, that the mortgage law be so changed, that no 
creditor shall ho left out on account of favoritism ; 
and second, that the law of dower be so changed 
that a Magistrate may take acknowledgments of 
dowagers ns well as a Clerk. The petition further 
represented that “no man, having as much sense as 
a mule, could object to these changes;” [Laughter,] 
and that, these changes being made, he [Col. L. 
Jewett] “wanted the Legislature to adjourn.” [Con- 
tinued laughter.] 

Mr. HUGHES presented the petition of sundry 
citizens of Union county, for the establishment of 
a chancery term of the Union Circuit Court: referred 
to a select committee. 

A Senute message, by Mr. Secretary Koiiliiass, 
now reported the action of that body on sundry bills, 
&c. 

A PRIVILEGED MOTION. 

Mr. FINNELL asked, and obtained a dispensa- 
tion for his motion to re-consider the vote by which 
the bill for the benefit of Samuel F. Taylor was 
lost, while .Mr. F. was confined to his room by sick- 
ness; which was ngreed to; imd the bill was ordered 
to be read a third time — [the bill releases the said 
Taylor, and his securities, from his bonds for the j 
safe-keeping of sixty muskets and accoutrements — i 
the same having been returned to the State:] passed, i 

.Mr. MAYHALL asked, and obtained a dispensa- i 
tion to make a report from the committee on the Li- j 
brnrv, to-wit: a bill authorizing the Secretary of j 
State to furnish Justices of the Peace with Brown 
& Morehend’s Digest. 

Mr. DALLAM saw an imperfection of the bill in 
one particular. It provides, that when a new Jus- 
tice is appointed ns n successor, &c.. he is to befur- 
nished with the books — while by the the existing 
law' such a Justice is entitled to receive tbe books 
of his predecessor. The provisions of the bill might 
induce an enormous expense to the State. 

Mr. MAYES proposed to amend by striking out 
the words “or have lost said Digest by fire or olii- i 
erwise.” 

Mr. HARLAN. That part of the hill was now a 
law of the land. He would remark, that there was | 
not more than fifty copies of Brown & Morehead j 
now in print belonging to the State; and the Legis- | 
lature had this year already created new Magis- | 
trates enough to absorb them all. It would take a | 
large sum to reprint arid furnish that work; which | 
cost the State originally about $20,000, &.c. 

And then the amendment was adopted and the bill 1 
passed. 

Mr. EVANS asked fur a dispensation to take up ! 
the consideration o'" the bill providing for tbe pay of. 
the Madison troops; hut forbore at the instance of | 
the gentleman from Madison, and others opposed to I 
dispensation of the rules. 

Mr. JOSEPH SMITH presented a petition »o in- ; 
corporate a small town; and Mr. ABBETT, the pe- 
tition of Moses Scott for a divorce: which were sev- 
erally referred. 

Mr. B. STONE asked for a dispensation for his I 
motion to introduce a bill to run and mark the boun- 
dary line between the counties of Estill and Ows- 
ley: which the House refused. 

Mr. J. S SMITH moved a dispensation to hear a 
report from the Bink committee: which was ob- 
jected to,

New Rf.-tolt-tion in Mexico. — N ews from the 
city of Mexico to the lSih of January have been 
received. 

The province of Yucatan has declared its inde- 
pendence of Mexico, and unfurled a flag with a blue i 
stripe and five stars, meaning thereby, probably, 
that the five Northern Mexican States would be 
joined with her in union. 

The Mexican Government is fast going to pieces. 
The late revolution which displaced President Her- 
rera. and set up Paredes as Dictator, thereby abol- 
ishing the Constitution, is likely soon to be suc- 
ceeded by another, overturning Parades and setting 
op some new demagogue for a despot. Although 
Paredes went into power on the ground of his hos- 
tility to the United States, putting down Herrera 
because it was supposad he was opposed to host 1 1 i- ■ 
ties, it turns out, by the last news, that Paredes is not 
likely to attempt any more in view of enmity to 
this Government than Herrera was secretly doing, i 
Gen. Arista did not acquiesce in the triumph of Pa- 
redes, and indicated a formidable movement for the 
restoration of Herrera and the Constitution, being f 
strongly supported. At all events, it i3 stated that, , ( 
if he shall be unable to restore Herrera and the 
Constitution, he can, at least, maintain the indepen- 
dence of the Northern provinces. 

Nothing, we believe, except the re-appearance of 
Santa Anna on the stage, can save Paredes from 
overthrow. The latter is a mere instrument of the 
former, but has not the strong arm and the iron wil» 
of his chief.
